FISHERIES. 

On the Natural History and Economical 
Uses of the Cod, C'apelin and Cuttlc-Jish 
and Seal, as they occur on the Banks of 
Newfoundland, and the Coasts of that 
Island and Labrador. Communicated 
in a Letter to Professor Jamkson, by W. 
E. Corhack Esq. Head before the "Wer- 
neriun Natural History Society. 

Concluded. 
There are five different kinds of seals 
found cm the field-ice at Newfoundland, all 
known in the Greenland seas. The three 
best known of which are, 1st, the Harp 
[Phoca Oranlandica,) the one and two 
year old of which is called the Bedlimmer ; 
•2d, the Hood or Hooded Seal [Phoca leo~ 
nina ;) and, .'id, the Squarefipper. The 
other two kinds are the Blue Seal, so called 
from its color, which is as large us the 
Hooded Seal ; and the Jar Seal, so named 
from its resembling that of a jar, thick at 
the shoulders and tapering off suddenly to- 
wards the tail ; head small, body 4 or 5 feet 
long, the fur spotted, and it keeps more in 
the water than the other ice-seals. These 
all differ from the shore or harbor-seal 
(Phoca. vitulina,) of these coasts. The ice- 
seals are alike migratory, and promiscu- 
ously gregarious; they differ much in size, 
and the flesh of them all is very unpalatea- 
ble, unions to an acquired taste, more par- 
ticularly that of the old ones, differing in 
this respect from the flesh of the shore- 
seal, some parts of which aro very good. 
It remains to he proved, that sonio of the 
alleged differences in tho ice-seals, do not 
arise from ago. Although the ice-seals, 
which uro soniotinios met with In herds of 
many leagues in extent on the ice, seem to 
have no ordinary moans of subsistence, yet 
the hand of unerring Frovidenco maintains 
both old and young excessively fat. Tho 
BcaX-huntera often find fresh capelin and 
other animal substances in thoir stomachs. 

Notwithstanding the apparently immense 
annual destruction by man among the cod 
in thesis seas for moro tlum two centuries, 
it does not, appoar that tlioip numbers aro 
at all diminished, or that thoir migrations 
are in any way affected : Nor is it likoly 
that they nvor will be, if wo may judge 
from the migratory fishes of Europe that 
havo been persecuted for many more cen- 
i turies, between tho North Capo and tho 
South of England. 

It is not so, however, with thoso animals 
wliioh man can pursue in his own element; 
—thus tho walrus and the penguin, once 



abundant, may he said now to have entirely 
disappeared from the gulf of St. Laurence. 

A.s the persecution of tho seals in the 
field-ice increases, which it has, every year 
since it commenced, it will be interesting 
to observe, at some future day not far dis- 
tant, the effect on tlieir numbers. It is not 
much more than thirty years since any 
vessels ventured out among the ice at sea, 
purposely equipped aud manned for their 
destruction. 

The cod, tho capelin, and the cuttle-fish, 
in their natural connection, and the seal, 
or rather tho cod and the seal, constitute 
the commercial value of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, and render these otherwise deso- 
late and inhospitable regions tho scene nf 
rivalry of British, French, and American 
national enterprise and industry.* The 
day is not far distant when vessels will he 
fitted out direct from Britain for the seal- 
fishery at Newfoundland. 



* The herring, mackerel, and whale, aro 
in abundanco at Newfoundland, and com- 
paratively allowed to pass unmolested. The 
herring varies in size from small to several 
pounds weight. The whale is of three or 
four kinds, and tho fishery of it is pros- 
ecuted only by one enterprising English 
mercantile house at the south part of the 
island ; the whales havo been taken up- 
wards of 70 feet in length, yelding from six 
to eight tons of oil. The salmon abounds 
in all the rivers, and is taken in large 
quantities. Tho dog-fish sometimes occurs 
with the cod in great numbers.
